WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan is 
gone but White House aides 
said today America’s voice 
at the United Nations will 
continue to assert the U.S. 
position, in President Ford’s 
words, “forcefully, cogently 
and honestly.” 
Moynihan 
resigned as 
ambassador to the United 
Nations to return to his 
H arvard 
professorship. 
Ford, in an exchange of 
letters released Monday, 
accepted the resignation 
“with the deepest regret and 
reluctance.” 
There was no word as to 
who his successor might be. 
but White House spokesman 
Ron Nessen said one would 
be appointed as soon as 
possible. 
A m b assad o r 
S hirley 
Temple Black’s name arose 
immediately, but there was 
other speculation the ap­ 
pointee would be another 
Democrat as part of Ford’s 
goal of restoring biparti­ 
sanship in 
international 
affairs. 
Nessen announced the 
resignation after reports it 
was im pending had ap- 


ared on news wires. He 
said it came as a surprise 
and had not been discussed 
in the m eeting between 
Moynihan and Ford five 
days ago. 
Moynihan’s departure in 
no way changes F ord’s 
policy nor his determination 
that America’s spokesman 
in the world body will speak 
out in any lesser manner 
than did the departing en­ 
voy, sources said. 
What could bother 
the 
President, they said, was 
that Moynihan’s going might 
be a bump on Ford’s path 
toward the election because 
Moynihan has built up a 
national popularity for his 
verbal assaults in defense of 
IJ S. policy in the U.N. 
There was speculation 
from

that 
Moynihan might have quit 
the 
Republican 
ad­ 
m inistration to seek the 
Democratic nomination for 
the New York senate seat 
now held by Conservative 
Republican Jam es Buckley. 
Ford’s White House aides 
tended to discount that and 
to take Moynihan at his 
word, that he left because 
otherwise he would lose his 
Harvard post.

About 9 a.rn I called my 
doctor s office and the nurse 
just told me to take the pills 
the doctor gave me and to 
drink my milk (I was being 
treated for an ulcer). My 
Sivot wan acre the r°°f of the 
day as if my ribs were bruis­ 
ed. 
That was the first tim e that 
ever happened and I hope the 
last and I d like to know if you 
think it is serious and if it 
could happen again 
It was mentioned to me it 
could have been a heart attack 
but I’m only 20. a female and 
not overweight. I don t smoke 
or drink, not even coffee 
However, there is quite a bit 
of stress in my life as I help 
raise my younger brother and 
sister because my mother is 
alone 
I have always heard that 
heart attacks were supposed 
to cause pain in the arm or leg 
and I don't rem em ber any 
such pain. I can t afford a doc­ 
tor unless it is urgent, so I 
would really appreciate your 
reply 
DEAR READER - It is 
most improbable that you had 
pain from your heart for the 
very reasons you mention. 
Young women almost never 
have heart attacks unless they 
have high blood pressure. 
kidney disease, diabetes or 
som e sim ila r u n d erlying 
medical problem Unless you 
were born with some heart 
defect or had rheum atic heart 


disease or other diseases that 
you would likely know about, I 
think you can forget about the 
heart as the source of your dif­ 
ficulty. 
Heart attacks do cause 
symptoms similar to what you 
describe, but heart attacks do 
not cause pain in the leg. They 
can, and often do, cause pain 
in the arm. shoulder and even 
in the jaw but you do not have 
to have pain there either with 
an attack.

It is som etim es 
difficult to separate from a 
heart attack Your comment 
about being treated for an ul­ 
cer makes this even more 
likely. 
Is such an attack serious7

other serious reactions. 
Will it recur? It might. Peo­ 
ple prone to these often have 
other attacks Prevention of 
stomach acidity may help. If 
you do have other attacks and 
they are bad or frequent your 
doctor can give you som e 
medicine fia t counteracts the 
tendency to have spasm s

Record. Therefore, it cannot 
be taken as an authority on 
anything, since much of it is 
only the record of expressed 
opinions 
of 
various 
Congressmen. 
Valuable 
though these opinions may 
be, they cannot be un­ 
derstood to be the law which 
would be in effect if such an 
Act as we are talking about 
were passed. 
First of all, participation 
in the benefits of the
